They must be tak en as an answer 
to recent k ites flown by Russian 
leaders who said Communism and 
capitalism can live peacefully in 
one world. 
Acheson laid American terms on 
the line in tough, blunt language. 
The seven points he offered the 
Russians, if accepted, would mean 
a Communist surrender without 
firing a shot. In effect he ask ed

Although the leaders of the two 
most powerful

by means of political speeches in 
their home territory there is his­ 
torical significance in their re­ 
mark s. The terms for peace are 
high but there is an indication 
the bargaining has begun despite 
the fact an ocean and a continent 
separate the negotiators. 
Acheson held out gloomy pros­ 
pects for those wishing an early 
end to the costly cold war. But 
he said the terms he outlined were 
the only ones on which he could 
negotiate without betraying the 
principles of the American peo­ 
ple. It was a program for peace, 
he said, but not peace at any price. 
And because he did not expect 
the Kremlin to accept his terms, 
Acheson emphasized that a cam­ 
paign of “total diplomacy” would 
have to be continued against Rus­ 
sia until an honorable and trust­ 
worthy settlement could be reach­ 
ed.

The Belgian crisis over whether 
King Leopold III should return to 
his throne heightened today.

He intimated on his return from 
prolonged conferences with Leo­ 
pold in Switzerland that his gov­ 
ernment might resign.

Christia nity ’s Po wer

The 
rapid 
and 
remarkable 
g ro wth o f early Christianity is 
su mmed u p in the brief, co ncen­ 
trated statement in Acts 19:20, 
“Mig htily g rew the wo rd o f the 
Lo rd, and prevailed.” 
There is the secret o f the mo ­ 
tive po wer o f early Christianity , 
and fo r that matter o f Christian­ 
ity 
ever 
since, 
wherever 
and 
whenever it has display ed phe­ 
no menal effectiveness and g ro wth. 
These early Christians were re­ 
spo nsive to the wo rd o f Go d. 
A 
Psalmist, many y ears earlier, had 
written, “Thy wo rd have I hid in 
mine heart, that I mig ht no t sin 
ag ainst Thee.” 
Fo r these devo u t 
Christians, deeply respo nsive to 
their Scriptu res, the wo rd o f Go d 
had 
beco me incarnated 
in the 
wo rd o f a living Christ, who m 
so me o f them had kno wn, with 
who m they had walked and talk­ 
ed, and with who m they had sat 
o n a mo u ntain slo pe, as 
He re­ 
vealed the g o o d news o f the Go s­ 
pel and 
the my steries o f 
the 
King do m o f Go d. 
The wo rd o f the Lo rd was fo r 
them a wo rd o f enlig htenment. 
In Pau l’s co nversio n “there fell 
fro m his ey es as it had been 
scales,” and a ty pical ex perience 
o f tho se who came in co ntact with 
Jesu s, and listened respo nsively 
to His wo rds, was, “We never saw 
it o n this fashio n” (Mark 2:12). 
It was a wo rd o f enlig htenment. 
The wo rd o f the Lo rd was fo r 
them a wo rd o f life — a wo rd o f 
new life. 
Pau l described the ex ­ 
perience in crisp wo rds o f fact, 
“If any man be in Christ, he is a 
new creatu re; o ld thing s are pas­ 
sed away ; beho ld, all thing s are 
beco me new” (II Co rinthians 5: 
17). 
And the effect o f that ex -1 


eA&on 


pressio n “in Christ,” w as as mu ch 
as to say in whatever place o ne 
lived. 
Christ was their enviro n­ 
ment, their atmo sphere, the place 
where they lived. 
Needless to say , the wo rd o f the 
Lo rd was fo r these Christians a 
wo rd o f lo ve. The warp and wo o f 
o f all that Jesu s tau g ht, mani­ 
fested and revealed was in that 
wo rd o f lo ve. The new co mmand­ 
ment that He g ave to His dis­ 
ciples was a co mmandment o f 
lo ve. 
Bu t the wo rd o f the Lo rd, being 
a wo rd o f enlig htenment, o f life, 
o f lo ve, was also a wo rd o f co m­ 
mand; and it was in o bedience to 
that co mmand that the disciples 
went fo rth to make the Go spel 
effective in wo rds and deeds, to 
prevail (what a fine wo rd that 
is!) o ver the licentio u sness o f an­ 
cient cities, o ver ig no rance and 
pag anism, and o ver the fo rces o f 
persecu tio n that so u g ht to destro y 
them, their mo vement and their 
messag e. 
It was faith in their Master, 
reinfo rced by the po wer o f His 
resu rrectio n. 
Bu t that faith was 
mo re than belief, o r intellectu al 
assent. 
It was acceptance o f a 
new life, a new way , a new wo rld 
o f tru th, and rig ht, and lo ve— a 
king do m different fro m the king ­ 
do ms o f the wo rld, with different 
standards, principles and valu es. 
Back o f faith was the visio n and 
based u po n faith was actio n. 
Is it any wo nder that the wo rd 
o f the Lo rd g rew and prevailed? 
Has it no t alway s been so when 
men and wo men have taken their 
Master serio u sly and have really 
lived the Christian life that they 
have pro fessed? 
Vital Christian­ 
ity is the wo rld’s su preme need. 
Bu t, alas! mu ch o f o u r pro fessed 
Christianity is o nly co nventio nal 
and fo rmal, u nto u ched by the tru e 
spirit o f Christ.

Truman Adv isers Hold Mix ed 
Feelings Ov er New Peace 
Ov erture to Russia

WASHINGTON.—For some time there has 
been a ru n n in g, priv ate debate between 
the 
White Hou se an d the State Departmen t ov er 
the all-im portan t qu estion of whether the Un ited 
States shou ld make a 
n ew, dramatic peace 
ov ertu re to Ru ssia. 
This dates back ev en to the day s when Gen . 
George Marshall was secretary of state. Recen t­ 
ly , howev er, with the adv en t 
of the hy drogen 
bomb an d Win ston Chu rchill’s deman d for a 
meetin g with Stalin , the debate has become 
more acu te. 
Presiden t Tru man has lon g felt an d ex pressed 
himself in priv ate that if he cou ld sit down 
with Stalin , they cou ld thresh ou t a lot of the 
world’s problems. Yet he can ’t help bein g irked 
at Stalin for bein g aloof, an d for ign orin g re­ 
peated hin ts that he, Tru man , wou ld be glad 
to talk to him if he came to the Un ited States. 
Ov erridin g -this, howev er, is Mr. Tru m an ’s 
my stic sen se of his owrn destin y as a peacemaker. 
To old frien ds an d members of his staff he 
speaks of this again an d again . Du rin g the v isits 
of White Hou se callers he will sometimes walk 
to the world globe at on e side of his desk an d 
say with deep emotion : 
“The n earest thin g to my heart is to do some­ 
thin g to keep the world at peace. We mu st fin d 
a way , or civ ilization will be destroy ed an d the 
world will tu rn back to the y ear 9 00.” 
Last Christmas the Presiden t carried ou t the 
same thou ght when he gav e frien ds a bookmark 
in scribed: “I wou ld rather hav e peace in the 
world than be presiden t, H arry Tru m an .” 
Marshall Said No 
This sen timen t was behin d Tru m an ’s mov e 
for a con feren ce with Stalin two y ears ago. The 
Presiden t had remarked to a frien d, “if I cou ld 
ju st get to talk to Joe Stalin , I thin k we cou ld 
stop a lot of this trou ble. Stalin is a reason able 
m an .” 
Later he worked ou t with his in timate ad­ 
v iser, Dav id Noy es, an d Chief Ju stice Fred Vin ­ 
son the idea of sen din g the chief ju stice 
to 
Moscow for a talk with Stalin . When this got 
back to the State Departmen t, it was imme­ 
diately tran smitted by Actin g Secretary Robert 
Lov ett to Gen eral Marshall, then atten din g the 
U.N. assembly meetin g in Paris. Alarmed, M ar­ 
shall flew home for a qu ick two-day con feren ce, 
du rin g which Tru man agreed n ot to make an y 
peace mov e u n til it was cleared with ou r West­ 
ern allies or u n til Ru ssia gav e some tan gible 
sign that it wan ted peace. 
J erky Mr. Tru man 
In the last few weeks, the presiden tial rest­ 
lessn ess for a peace con feren ce has been ev iden t 
again . A shrewd div in er of pu blic opin ion , Mr. 
Tru m an u n derstan ds the American pu blic’s de­ 
sire for on e more talk with Ru ssia before goin g 
fu ll tilt in to a hy drogen arms race. 
Yet man y of his adv isers were disappoin ted 
when he ru shed ou t an abru pt press release 
tellin g the world that the Un ited States wou ld 
make the hy drogen bomb. They felt that he 
missed a great opportu n ity for a world-wide 
radio broadcast rev iewin g this cou n try ’s man y , 
m an y mov es for peace, a broadcast that wou ld 
pu t the on u s for the arms race where it belon gs 
— directly on the Ru ssian doorstep. 
The State Departmen t was also u pset when 
Mr. Tru m an hu rriedly gran ted an in terv iew 
with New York Times correspon den t, Arthu r 
Krock, after Krock shrewdly corn ered him at 
a din n er party giv en by Sen . Brien McMahon 
of Con n ecticu t. The Presiden t, in festiv e mood, 
defin itely promised Krock the in terv iew, an d 
kept his word immediately thereafter, despite 
a prev iou s promise to Secretary Acheson that 
he wou ld m ake n o pu blic statemen ts on foreign 
policy withou t State Departmen t clearan ce. 
While the State Departmen t isn ’t goin g to 
adm it this pu blicly , w hat it objects to in regard 
to cu rren t W hite Hou se peace thin kin g, are two 


thin gs: 
1. The jerky u n ex pectedn ess of Mr. Tru m an ’s 
ideas. There is n o con tin u ity . The Presiden t can 
be bawlin g ou t Stalin on e day , as he did to the 
amazemen t of Win ston Chu rchill an d Jimmie 
By rn es at the Potsdam con feren ce. An d later 
he can be tellin g frien ds that Joe Stalin is a 
man who wou ld be reason able if y ou cou ld on ly 
sit down w ith him at the same table. 
2. The Ru ssian s, in con trast, hav e a fix ed, 
firm con tin u ou s policy —n amely , to break the 
democratic sy stems of the free world. An d while 
they may ben d this policy ev er so slightly , thev 
hav e n ot an d apparen tly will n ot break it. 
m erely becau se of a peace con feren ce or at the 
behest of an y democratic presiden t, prime min ­ 
ister or poten tate. They will atten d peace con ­ 
feren ces. 
an d 
they 
will 
make 
magn ificen t 
speeches abou t warmon gers in the lest cl the 
world. Bu t they wdll alway s sabotage that con ­ 
feren ce. 
Trouble Inside Russia 
These are the State D epartm en t’s ideas; an d 
most diplomats an d diplomatic observ ers be­ 
liev e these ideas ai e coi i ect. 
The in escapable fact is that the 14 men in 
the politbu ro, who really make Sov iet policy , 
are n ot goin g to chan ge, n o m atter what Tru ­ 
m an or an y on e else in the U.S.A. say s or does. 
The on ly thin g that will chan ge them is major 
force at home or major force abroad. 
As prev iou sly poin ted ou t in these colu mn s. 


all is not well either inside the satellite coun­ 
tries or inside Russia itself. 
There has been 
v irtual rev olt in Bulgaria, with sections of the 
army deserting; and there has been seething 
unrest in Hungary and Czechoslov akia. Un­ 
questionably this is behind 
the 
crackdowns 
against 
the 
American 
legation 
and 
Robert 
Vogeler. The Russians don’t want u» to know 
what is happening in these areas. 
They fear that we will use the present rest­ 
lessness of Sov iet peoples to start a major 
propaganda driv e to win them ov er to the free 
world. But they don’t know how unimaginativ e 
and moribund we hav e become. 
What they fear could be done. But not by 
abrupt White House handouts; nor by Harry - 
and-J oe peace conferences; only by some of 
the most skillful planning for total diplomacy 
this country has ev er seen.

Rather than bring 
an open fight that might tend to split the party 
Brougher withdrew his name.

There will be n o attempt to 
deceiv e the min d, n o effort to en tice it in to en terin g a fool’s 
paradise of make-believ e. 
No on e can play tricks on the u n i­ 
v erse—least of all on the u n iv erse of min d. 
There can be n o 
wav in g of a wan d ov er fears, n o tellin g the min d that they are 
n o more. That is the way of opiu m. 
It has an in ev itable let­ 
down . 
The Christian way is the way of complete hon esty . 
The 
v erse that most clearly ex presses the spirit of this way is “See 
an d do n ot be alarmed.” (Matthew 24:6 . Moffat.) 
Jesu s did n ot 
try to teach men to win release from alarms by refu sin g to see 
them. 
He told them to “see”—to look fears straight in the face 
an d y et n ot to be alarmed. 
His way is the way of open -ey ed 
hon esty . 
(2) Be su re y ou wan t to giv e u p the thin g y ou are afraid of 
Very often y ou r fears produ ce bodily ills which in tu rn determin e 
y ou r life strategy . Some people u se their illn esses to gain atten tion 
or to gain power ov er others. A Cockn ey girl had a large pu rple 
lu mp on her forehead. This lu mp had come as the resu lt of a 
great fear. When cou n seled by Dr. Fox she su rren dered the fear, 
an d the lu mp disappeared. On seein g her again Dr. Fox rem ark­ 
ed abou t the lu mp bein g gon e. “Bu t,” said the girl, grabbin g her 
middle, “I’v e got terrible pain s in my stomach.” 
She was afraid 
to let go of her fears, for she liv ed by the atten tion which these 
illn esses brou ght her. 
So she in v en ted the stomach-ache. 
She 
was afraid she wou ld be withou t atten tion an d withou t sy m­ 
pathy if she shou ld let go all her maladies. She “en joy ed” bad 
health! 
I kn ow a fa m ily that liv ed by recou n tin g to on e an other their 
v ariou s ailmen ts, each biddin g for sy mpathy from the others. 
They n early all died before their time. 
The on e member that 
su rv iv ed fou n d in terests ou tside that circle of self-commiseration . 
O God, I want to be completely deliv ered from fear and from 
the results of fear. 
I know how fears mark my soul and body . 
Help me then to be perfectly whole. 
My subconscious mind 
play s tricks on me. Sav e me to complete honesty . Amen.

Amon g the diseases abou t which 
health au thorities are greatly con ­ 
cern ed is plagu e—the black death 
of the middle ages. This is a dis­ 
ease which carries man y ex plosiv e 
possibilities. 
Sin gle cases are n ot 
in frequ en t—on e was reported from 
New Mex ico on ly a little while 
ago. The great dan ger, howev er, 
is from some great ou tbreak. 
Between 18 9 6 an d 19 11, abou t 
fiv e an d a half million deaths oc­ 
cu rred from plagu e in three of the 
prov in ces of In dia, which hav e a 
combin ed popu lation of abou t 100 
million . 
In the win ter of 19 10-11, 
there was an epidemic of pn eu ­ 
mon ia—the draplet spread, lu n g- 
in v olv in g ty pe of plagu e—in Man ­ 
chu ria which 
killed more 
than 
45,000 person s in a few mon ths. 
An ou tbreak of bu bon ic plagu e 
dev eloped in San 
Fran cisco 
in 
19 00; between 19 00 an d 140 hu ­ 
man cases hav e been reported in 
eight states with 49 9 cases an d 314 
deaths. 
Fleas 
on 
rats 
are 
the 
greatest carriers. 
When the rat 
dies the fleas desert the dead body 
an d if an other rat is n ot han dy 
they mov e in to the n earest person .

Becau se there are so man y rats 
in this cou n try , the disease, if it 
ion ce gets 
really established 
in 
i the pests, 
might 
ex plode 
with 
terrible force in almost an y com­ 
mu n ity . 
Actu ally , the cau sativ e 
germ, Pasteu rella pestis, is already 
widely 
spread 
throu ghou t 
the 
cou n try . 
Before the ou tbreak of 
plagu e in San Fran cisco had been 
ex tin gu ished, P. pestis became es- 
stablished in grou n d squ irrels an d 
their fleas, so that it has n ow been 
carried by these an imals to large 
parts of the western Un ited States. 


Squirrel Danger 


Fortu n ately , 
grou n d 
squ irrels 
do n ot liv e in as in timate associa­ 
tion with men as rats do, so that 
the dan ger of the disease from this 
sou rce is n ot great. 
The process 
might be reserv ed, howev er, an d 
rats rein fected from the grou n d 
squ irrels. 
Besides 
con stan tly 
gu ardin g 
again st this hazard, ev ery possible 
care mu st be u sed so that air­ 
plan es, ships or person s comin g 
from areas where plagu e ex ists do 
n ot brin g with them n ew seeds of 
the black death.

Gibbs was fo und g uilty o f first 
deg ree murder to nig ht with death 
in the electric chair the penalty

Lo uise Baker, Franklin and Mar­ 
shall co lleg e secretary . 
Sho rtly after the v erdict was 
bro ug ht in by the jury o f sev en 
men and fiv e wo men the Gibbs’ 
father, J . Lester Gibbs, o f Pitman, 
N. J ., co llapsed and was carried 
fro m the co urt ro o m o n a stretch­ 
er. 
The elder Gibbs, prev io usly , had 
suffered a heart attack sho rtly af­ 
ter Gis 25-y ear-o ld so n was ar­ 
rested last J an. 18 . The ex -Gi’s 
father sat as if dumbfo unded when 
he heard the v erdict, reached after 
deliberatio n o f nearly fiv e ho urs. 
Father Slumps To Flo o r 
But as his tearful so n was led 
away handcuffed to Deputy Sher­ 
iff

The 
father 
bro ke do wn and leaned o n the 
sho ulder 
o f 
the 
Rev .

o dist church. 
A nurse came to the father’s 
aid as he slumped to the flo o r. A 
stretcher was bro ug ht in and a 
hurried call put in fo r a do cto r. 
The v erdict was returned at 
9 :10 p. m., after the jury o f sev en 
men and fiv e wo men had deliber­ 
ated fo r nearly fiv e ho urs. 
^he defense immediately asked 
that the juro rs be po lled. The po ll 
sho wed the juro rs to be unanim­ 
o us in the decisio n. 
Gibbs bro ke into so bs when the 
v erdict was anno unced. A nurse 
sto o d nearby and a deputy sheriff 
attempted to co mfo rt the Pitman, 
N. J ., y o uth. 
Gibbs co nfessed slay ing the at­ 
tractiv e g irl who was beaten to 
death in a lo nely sectio n kno wn 
as a “ petter’s hang o ut” last J an. 
10. He said he was mo v ed to the 
slay ing “ o n an impulse.” 
Called Slay ing “ Wilful” 
Pro secuto r J o hn M. Ranck call­ 
ed the slay ing o f the 21-y ear-o ld 
co lleg e steno g rapher “ wilful, de­ 
liberate and premediated murder.” 
He to ld the jury the ev idence war­ 
rants the ex treme penalty , death 
in the electric chair. 
But Defense Atto rney W. Hen- 
sel Bro wn, referring o ften to the 
testimo ny o f a psy chiatrist that 
Gibbs is sub-no rmal emo tio naily , 
pleaded that the jury no t direct 
the death penalty . 
Miss Baker left the co lleg e the 
afterno o n o f J anuary 10, to mail 
a letter and make a bank depo sit. 
Fo ur day s later her bo dy was 
fo und beneath a co ttag e in a sec­ 
tio n kno wn as a “ petter’s hang o ut” 
two miles so uth o f Lancaster. 
On the afterno o n o f J an. 18 
Gibbs "walked into the o ffice o f 
the co lleg e president and an­ 
no unced “ I’m y o ur man. I did it.” 
The slay ing , and his co nfessio n 
sho cked the campus and this east­ 
ern Pennsy lv ania city o f 6 0,000.

wringer, here are a few kind 
words from some men in the food 
indu stry. 
The cost of eating is 
expected to go down. 
Not very far, and not very fast, 
and not all items. 
The govern­ 
ment, food processors say, is right 
in there pitching, with its price 
su pports and su bsidies, to see that 
food prices don’t crop fast or far, 
at the farm 
level. 
One 
food 
execu tive thinks that farm prices 
may hold abou t where they are; 
bu t most seem to think they’ll slip 
a little lower. 
The su rplu s hanging over the 
market shou ld lend their weight 
to pu shing prices, at the store | 
level, a little lower. 
And the big 
food processors, who have been 
doing very well in recent years, 
have pu t large su ms into expan­ 
sion and also into better eq u ip­ 
ment. That’s beginning to pay off 
now in more efficiency and lower 
produ ction costs. 
Fo o d Prices Do wn 
“The trend of food prices in 
general is downward,” says Clar­ 
ence Francis, chairman of General 
Foods Corp. 
“The slide will be 
ve r y gradu al becau se of govern­ 
ment farm price su pports.” 
Another factor tending to in­ 
du ce 
food 
companies to shave 
prices wherever possible is grow­ 
ing competition. 
“Competitive conditions in ou r 
indu stry are intensifying,” says 
Joe S. Mitchell, president of Stan­ 
dard Brands. 
“Su pplies are in­ 
creasingly plentifu l and price and 
q u ality considerations are becom­ 
ing dominant with consu mers.” 
Little Chang e in 
Dairy Pro ducts 
Bu t one food indu stry leader at 
least sees little change in his 
own field — dairy produ cts. The­ 
odore G. Montagu e, president of 
the Borden company, says: 
“Farm prices are at the floor 
right now. 
I foresee no fu rther 
decline in the dairy farm prices, 
except the u su al seasonal ones. 
“In 1949 dairy produ ction con­ 
ditions, both as to feed and wea­ 
ther, were extremely favorable. 
Not all years can be that good.” 
Montagu e also brings u p the 
problem that has most of the food 
execu tives worried: The govern­ 
ment farm program. 
“In time it mu st be revised,” 
he says, “becau se the program 
will produ ce su rplu ses that can’t 
be handled.”

The terms for peace are 
high but there is an indication 
the bargaining has begun despite 
the fact an ocean and a continent 
separate the negotiators. 


Acheson held out gloomypros- 


pects for those wishing an early 
end to the costly cold war. But 
he said the terms he outlined were 
the only ones on which he could 
negotiate without betraying the 
principles of the American peo- 
ple. It was a program for peace, 
he said, but not peace at any price. 


And because he did not expect 


the Kremlin to accept his terms, 
Acheson emphasized that a cam- 
paign of "total diplomacy" would 
have to be continued against Rus- 
sia until an honorable and trust- 
worthv settlement could be reach- 
ed. 


Belgian Crisis Heightens 
' The Belgian crisis'ovcr-whether 
King Leopold III should return to 
his throne heightened today. The 
king said yesterday the issue is 
up to parliament. Premier Gaston 
Eyskens suggested obliquely that 
there might not be a government 
to call for a parliamentary de- 
cision on the royal question. 


He intimated on his return from 


prolonged conferences with Leo- 
pold in Switzerland that his gov- 
ernment might resign. His Social 
Christian paity which controls the 
government has supported the 
king. 


But last Sunday's advisory ref- 


erendum, in which Leopold got 
57.68 percent of the vote has split 
the nation. Many contend Leo- 
pold's slim majority is not enough 
for a king who should have the 
support of all. Meanwhile, Bel 
gium is suffering from its woist 
postwar slump and opposition to 
the king's return raised threats of 
strikes throughout i n d u s t r i a l 
areas.

and fact-fathering agency." The 
n-oposnl, it continued, would make 
'an extremely radical and unde- 
sirable change" in ' its responsi- 
bilities and functions. 


The plan is included in amend- 


ments

'oundation bill now in conference 
between the Senate and the House. 


The amendments, adopted by 


he House, would require the FBI 
to make a definite finding con- 
cerning the loyalty of any person 
employed by the foundation or 
awarded one of its scholarships. 


Letters Sent Out 
The department's views were set 


:orih in letters to members of the 
tfousc Interstate Commerce com- 
mittee from Peyton Ford, assistant 
to Uie attorney general. 


Ford said the letter reflected 


ulso the views of FBI 'Director J. 
Edgar. Hoover, and Secretary of 
Dei'ense Johnson. 


While the department is firmly 


of the belief that disloyal per- 
sons" should not be-employed by 
the foundation, Ford wrote, the 
-. 


amendments "go beyond this." 


He said in his opinion, "they 


would bring about a departure 
from American concepts of justice 
and democratic governments." 


He pointed out that the FBI now 


docs not evaluate or make recom- 
mendations with reference to in- 
formation it collects.

"The fine 'reputation which I 


believe, the bureau enjoys today 
as

ing of investigations." 


He added tliat the bureau "is 


not equipped to go beyond the 
field of investigation and into that 
of making the determinations call- 
ed for by the amendments." ' 


Ford said that if the bureau is 


called upon to make the proposed 
decisions, "its efficiency and good 
reputation 
as

investigative 


agency would be seriously im- 
paired."

He also quoted Hoover as be-

tion for criticism of the bureau 
as a state police organization." . 


By barring employment of any-

There is no reason—morally speaking—why 


a man may not aspire to a life of reasonable com- 
iort and affluence. Poverty, unless it is accepted 
with holy resignation, only too often leads to cor- 
ruption and vice. Religious leaders everywhere 
proclaim that a reasonable share of the world's 
goods is important for spiritual as well as physical 
well-being. That is the reason why so much is 
heard today about social justice. 


God Himself has ordained that man may en- 


joy the good things of life. Nor is there any reason 
why men of exceptional energy or talent should 
not possess a higher than average share of life's 
gifts. So long as he has been honest arid above 
board, the rich man may sleep with as easy a 
conscience as the dock laborer who earns enough 
to provide a decent home for his wife and family. 


Good food, good clothes, and the money with 


which to buy these things are fine in themselves. 
There are no stigmas attached to owning a de- 
luxe automobile or a mansion. Dives was not con- 
demned because he was rich, but because of his 
hard-heartedness toward the poor. Material things 
can be means to serve men and help them to live 
decent lives. They become evil only when they 
are allowed to stand in the way of virtue, to dim 
or blot out the vision of God in our lives. 


Moderation is the key to happiness 'and suc- 


cess. In the spiritual life it is the keystone on 
which our eternal destiny must be built. How 
many souls have damned themselves because of 
greed or avarice or an insane lust for power or 
fame. These types of immoderation sooner or later 
mean the conscious rejection and defiance of God. 


A good antidote to immoderation is to keep 


ever in mind the transitoriness of all earthly 
things. Wealth, power or fame may vanish all too 
quickly. But the peace and joy in hearts devoted to 
God are permanent treasures. 


By all means let us seek the lawful goods of 


life; but let us remember that they must never 
have a prominence in our minds and hearts over 
the things of the spirit. Nor may we ever forget 
that rich or poor, weak or strong, all of us have 
definite and inescapable obligations to God and 
neighbor.

Word of God: 
Christianity's Power 


By.William E. Gilroy, D. D. 


.The 
rapid 
and 
remarkable 


growth of early Christianity is 
summed up in the brief, concen- 
trated statement in Acts 19:20, 
"Mightily grew the word of the 
Lord, and prevailed." 


There is the secret of the mo- 


tive power of early Christianity, 
and for' that matter of Christian- 
ity 
ever 
since, wherever 
and 


whenever it has displayed phe- 
nomenal effectiveness and growth. 


These early Christians were re- 


iponsive to the woid of God. A 
Psalmist, many years earlier, had 
written, "Thy word have I hid in 
mine heart, that I might not sin 
against Thee." For these devout 
Christians, deeply responsive to 
their Scriptures, the word of God 
had become incarnated . in the 
word of a living Christ, whom 
some of them had known, with 
whom they had walked arid talk- 
ed, and with whom they had sat 
on-a mountain slope, as He re- 
vealed the good news of the Gos- 
pel and 
the mysteries of the 


Kingdom of God. 


The word of the Lord was for 


them a word of enlightenment. 
In Paul's conversion "there fell 
from his eyes as it had been 
scales," and a typical experience 
of those who came in contact with 
Jesus, and listened responsively 
to His words, was, "We never saw 
it on this fashion" (Mark 2:12). 
It was a. word of enlightenment. 


The word of the Lord was for 


them a word of life — a word of 
new life. Paul described the ex- 
perience in crisp words of fact, 
"If any man be in Christ, he is a 
new creature; old things are pas- 
sed away; behold, all things are 
become new" (II Corinthians 5:

17). 
And the effect of that ex-lspirit of Christ. 


pression "in Christ," was as much 
as to say in whatever place one 
lived. 
Christ was their environ- 


ment, their atmosphere, the place 
where they lived. 


Needless to say,«the word of the 


Lord was for these Christians a 
word of love. The warp and woof 
of all that Jesus taught, mani- 
fested and revealed was in that 
word of love. The new command- 
ment .that He gave to His dis- 
ciples was a commandment of 
love. 


But, the word of the Lord, being 


a word of enlightenment, of life, 
of love, was also a word of com- 
mand; and it was in obedience to 
that command that the disciples 
went forth to make the Gospel 
effective in words «nd deeds, to 
prevail (what a fine word that 
is!) over the licentiousness of an- 
cient citie:;, over ignorance and 
paganism, and over the forces of 
persecution that sought to destroy 
them, their movement and their 
message. 


It was faith in their Master, 


reinforced by the power of His 
resurrection. - But that faith was 
more than belief, or intellectual 
assent. 
It was acceptance of a 


new life, a new way, a new world 
of truth, and right, and love— a 
kingdom different from the king- 
doms of the world, with different 
standards, principles and values. 
Back of faith was the vision and 
based upon faith was action. 


Is it any wonder that the word 


of the Lord grew and prevailed? 
Has it not always been so when 
men and women have taken their 
Master seriously and have really 
lived the Christian life that they 
have professed?

Truman Advisers Hold Mixed 
Feelings Over New Peace 
Overture to Russia 


By Drew Pearson 


WASHINGTON.—For some time there has 


been a running, private debate between the 
White House and the State Department over 
the all-important question of whether the United 
States should make a new, dramatic peace 
overture to Russia. 


This dates back even to the days when Gen. 


George Marshall was secretary of state. Recent- 
ly, however, with the advent of the hydrogen 
bomb and Winston Churchill's demand for a 
meeting with Stalin, the debate has become 
more acute. 


President Truman has long felt and expressed 


himself in private that if he could sit down 
with Stalin, they could thresh out a lot of the 
world's problems. Yet he can't help being irked 
at Stalin for being aloof, and for ignoring re- 
peated hints that he, Truman, would be glad 
to talk to him if he came to the United States. 


Overriding -this, however, is Mr. Truman's 


mystic sense of his own destiny as a peacemaker. 
To old friends and members of his staif he 
speaks o£ this again and again. During the visits 
of White House callers he will sometimes walk 
to the %vorld globe at one side of his desk and 
say with deep emotion: 


"The nearest thing to my heart is to do some- 


thing to keep the world at peace. We must find 
a way. or civilization will be destroyed and the 
world will turn back to the year 900." . 


Last Christmas the President carried out the 


same thought when he gave friends a bookmark 
inscribed: "I would rather have peace in the 
world than be president, Harry Truman." 
Marshall Said No 
This sentiment was behind Truman's 
move 


for a conference with Stalin two years ago. The 
President had remarked to a friend, "if I could 
just get to talk to Joe Stalin, I think we could 
stop a lot of this trouble. Stalin is a reasonable 
man." 


Later he worked out with his intimate ad- 


viser, David Noyes, and Chief Justice Fred Vin- 
son the idea of sending the chief justice to 
Moscow for a talk with Stalin. When this got 
back to the State Department, it was imme- 
diately transmitted by Acting Secretary Robert 
Lovett to General Marshall, then attending the 
U.N. assembly meeting in Paris. Alarmed, Mar- 
shall flew home for a quick two-day conference, 
during which Truman agreed not to make any 
peace move until it was cleared with our West- 
ern allies or until Russia gave some tangible 
sign that it wanted peace. 


Jerky Mr. Truman 
In the last few weeks, the presidential rest- 


lessness for a peace conference has been evident 
again. A shrewd diviner of public opinion, Mr. 
Truman understands the American public's de- 
sire for one more talk with Russia before going 
full tilt into a hydrogen arms race. 


Yet many of his advisers were disappointed 


when he rushed out an abrupt press release 
telling the world that the United States would 
make the hydrogen bomb. They felt that he 
missed a great opportunity for a world-wide 
radio broadcast reviewing this country's many, 
many moves for peace, a broadcast that would 
put the onus for the arms race where it belongs 
—directly on the Russian doorstep. 


The State Department was also upset when 


Mr. Truman hurriedly granted an interview 
with New York Times correspondent, Arthur 
Krock, after Krock shrewdly cornered him at 
a dinner party given by Sen. Bricn McMahon 
of Connecticut. The President, in festive mood, 
definitely promised Krock the interview, and 
kept his word immediately thereafter, despite 
a previous promise to Secretary Achcson that 
he would make no public statements on foreign 
policy without State Department 
clearance. 


While the State Department isn't going to 


admit this publicly, what it objects to in regard 
to current White House peace thinking, are two 
things: 


1. The jerky unexpectedness of Mr. Truman's 


ideas. There is no continuity. The President can 
be bawling out Stalin one day, as he did to the 
amazement of Winston Churchill and Jimmie 
Byrnes at the Potsdam conference. And later 
ha can be telling friends that Joe Stalin is a 
man who would be reasonable if you could only 
sit down with him at the same table. 


2. The Russians, in contrast, have a fixed, 


firm continuous policy—namely, to break the 
democratic systems of the free world. And while 
they may bend this policy ever so slightly, they 
have not and apparently will not break it. 
merely because of a peace conference or at the 
behest of any democratic president, prime min- 
ister or potentate. They will attend peace con- 
ferences, 
and 
they 
will 
make 
magnificent 


speeches about warmongers in the rest of the 
world. But they will always sabotage that con- 
ference. 


Trouble Inside Russia 
These are the State Department's ideas; and 


most diplomats and diplomatic observers be- 
lieve these ideas are correct. 


The inescapable fact is that the 14 men in 


the politburo, who really make Soviet policy, 
are not going to change, no matter what Tru- 
man or anyone else in the U.S.A. says or does. 
The only thing that will change them is major 
force at home or major force abroad. 


As previously pointed out in these columns, 


all Is not well either inside the satellite coun- 
tries or inside Russia itself. 
There has been 


virtual revolt in Bulgaria, with sections of the 
army deserting; and there has been seething 
unrest in Hungary and Czechoslovakia. Un- 
questionably this is behind th« 
crackdowns 


against 
the American legation 
and 
Robert 


Vogeler. The Russians don't want u» to know 
what is happening in these areas. 


They fear that we will use the present rest- 


lessness of Soviet peoples to start a major 
propaganda drive to win them over to the tree 
world. But they don't know how unimaginative 
and moribund we have become. 


What they fear could be done. But not by 


abrupt White House handouts; nor by Harry- 
and-Joe peace conferences; only by some of 
the most skillful planning for total diplomacy 
this country has ever seen.

But just before the convention was called to 
order the supporters of the Board's candidate 
insisted that if Brougher's name was presented 
they would bolt the party. Ravher than bring 
an open fight that might tend to split the party 
Brougher withdrew his name. 


"There will no doubt be many people in 


Sedalia who will ask what is behind all this. 
Why should the Board block a vote of the 
delegates to the city convention by threats. 
The School Board is supposed not to be a 
political issue. Why should the Board make 
such an issue? 


"That the citizens of Sedalia are evidently 


not in harmony with the Board was evidenced 
several years ago when the voters twice refused 
to vote a levy that the Board requested. 


"It might be illuminating if a spokesman 


for the Board would explain to the citizens why 
the Board insists on naming its own members. 
It would appear that in a free country public 
affairs should bear, public discussion and in- 
formation. To block a vote in a convention 
by threats and insist on only-one candidate— 
well, page Joe Stalin! 


"I was asked not to raise an issue in the 


Convention, though I confess that my blood 
pressure went up.

We now turn to the more joyous task of setting up a ladder so

The 
verse that most clearly expresses the spirit of this way is "See 
and do not be alarmed." (Matthew 24:6. Moffat.) 
Jesus did not 


try to teach men to win release from alarms by refusing to see 
them. He told them to "see"—to look fears straight in the face 
and yet not to be alarmed. His way is the way of open-eyed 
honesty. 


(2) Be sure you want to give up the thing you are afraid of 


Very often your fears produce bodily ills which in turn determine 
your life strategy. Some people use their illnesses to gain attention 
or to gain power over others. A Cockney gir) had a large purole 
lump on her forehead. This lump had come as the result of a 
great fear. When counseled by Dr. Fox the surrendered the fear, 
and the lump disappeared. On seeing her again Dr. Fox remark- 
ed about the lump being gone. "But," said the girl, grabbing her 
middle, I ve got terrible pains in my stomach." She was afraid 
to let go of her fears, for she lived by the attention which these 
illnesses brought her. So she invented the stomach-ache. She 
was afraid she would be without attention and without sym- 
pathy if she should let go all her maladies. She "enjoyed" bad 
health! 


I know a family that lived by recounting to' one another their 


various ailments, each bidding for sympathy from the others. 
They nearly all died before their time: The one member that 
survived found interests outside that circle of self-commiseration. 


0 God, I want to be completely delivered from fear and from 


the results of fear. I know how fears mark my soul and body. 
Help me then to be perfectly whole. My subconscious mind 


plays tricks on me. Save me to complete honesty. Amen.

The Doctor Says— 
Large Outbreak of Plague 
Would Have Tragic Results

Among the diseases about which 


health authorities are greatly con- 
cerned is plague—the black death 
of the middle ages. This is a dis- 
ease which carries many explosive 
possibilities. Single cases are not 
infrequent—one was reported from 
New Mexico only a little while 
ago. 
The great danger, however, 


is from some great outbreak. 


Between 1896 and 1911, about 


five and a half million deaths oc- 
curred from plague in three of the 
provinces of India, which have a 
combined population of about 100 
million. In the winter of 1910-11, 
there was an epidemic of pneu- 
monia—the draplet spread, lung- 
involving type of plague—in Alan- 
churia^ which killed more than 
45,000 persons in a few months. 


An outbreak of bubonic plague 


developed in San 
Francisco in 


1900; 
between 1900 and 140 hu- 


man cases have been reported in 
eight states with 499 cases and 314 
deaths. Fleas on rats are the 
greatest carriers. 
When the rat 


dies the fleas desert the dead body 
and if another rat is not handy 
they move into the nearest person. 


Because there are so many rats 


in this country, the disease, if it 
once gets really established in 
the pests, 
might 
explode with 


terrible force in almost any com- 
munity. 
Actually, the causative 


germ, Pasteuiella pestis, is already 
widely 
spread 
throughout 
the 


country. 
Before the outbreak of 


plague in San Francisco had been 
extinguished, P. pestis became es- 
stablished in ground squirrels and 
their fleas, so that il has now been 
carried by these animals to large 
parts of the western United States. 


Squirrel Danger 
Fortunately, 
ground 
squirrels 


do not live in as intimate associa- 
tion with men as rats, do, so that 
the danger of the disease from this 
source is not great. The process 
might be reserved, however, and 
rats reinfected from the ground 
squirrels. 


Besides 
constantly 
guarding 


against this hazard, every possible 
care must be used so that air- 
planes, ships or persons coming 
from areas where plague exists do 
not bring with them new seeds of 
the black death.

Naval Aviation 
To Be Reduced 


Auti-"Sul>" Defenses 
Be Stepped Up In 
The Coining Year

WASHINGTON, March 17—(/P) 


—The Navy expects Us fleet air 
arm will have to fall* back on 
second-line planes next year so 
the sea forces can step up anti- 
submarine defenses. 


This was disclosed Thursday by 


House 
appropriations 
committee 


as 
it made public the 
Navy's 


money requests for the next fis- 
cal year starting July 1. 


Vice Adm. Joh.i H. Cassady, 


deputy chief of naval operations 
for air, told the committee that 
"threat of enemy submarines af- 
fects all of our programs 
and 


gives rise generally to the most 
urgent requirements which must 
be covered by our 1951 estimates." 


Accordingly, he said, the Navy 


plans to make sharp t eductions 
in overall air strength to concen- 
trate on submarine counter meas- 
ures. 


The committee's report did not 


provide any breakdown in the 
Navy's 54,008.700,000 budget re- 
quests for next ycai—which is 
about a billion dollars less than 
it received in the current fiscal 
year. 


Generally, 
naval 
aviation 
is 


taking the second sharp cut in its 
combat strength since 1949. Re- 
trenchment along this line was 
one of the principal causes of the 
admiral's revolt last 
fall 
when 


ranking 
officers 
charges 
that 


"land-locked" 
Pentagon 
policy 


makers were out to scuttle the 
Marine corps and the Navy's air 
arm. 


Plans Revealed

plans shape up for next year: 


Laying up of three carriers, in-

1949. This leaves the Navy with 
seven large carriers and eight 
small ones in its active forces. 


Elimination of 27 air combat 


units, a total cut of 53 since 1949. 
Carrier air groups would be re- 
duced to five, Marine squardons 
11, patrol squadrons 10, and anti- 
sub squadrons one. 


This leaves the Navy with nine 


carrier groups, 32 Marine squad- 
rons, 20 
patrol 
squadrons 
and 


seven anti-sub squadrons. 


A reduction of 1,560 operating 


planes for Navy, Marine and ic- 
srcscrvc use. Of this number, 1,- 
209 arc cut from regular Navy 
and Marine use, leaving a total of 
4,389 planes. The overall cutback 
amounts to 4,490 since 1949. 


In addition, the Navy is taking 


1,273 
Naval pilots off flying duty, 


closing 
five Naval air 
stations 


and reducing five others, closing 
four major overhaul stations, cut- 
ting flight training by 600 stud- 
ents a year, and eliminating billets 
for 6,000 enlisted aviation person- 
nel.

Tighter Curb 
On Potatoes 


House Approves 
Support Under 
Rigid Control 


. WASHINGTON, March 
17—(IP) 


—^The House gave final approval 
Thursday to a bill which would 
deiiy government price supports 
next year to Irish potatoes grown 
outside a rigid production control 
system. 


Similar action by the Senate, 


possibly tomorrow, will send the 
measure to the White House. 


The House voted 150 to ti6 for 


the compromise version of the, 
catch-all farm legislation worked j 
out by a Senate-House conference 
committee. In addition to stipu- 
lating that there won't be any 
price supports on the 1951 potato 
crop unless growers accept tight 
bushel-and-acre production curbs, 
the bill would: 


1. Institute somewhat milder 


guards against another big sur- 
plus of potatoes this year. This 
would be done by limiting price 
supports to potatoes covered by 
voluntary marketing agreements 
worked out by growers on a reg- 
ional basis. Or—if it is too late 
to institute such agreements gen- 
erally—supports would be limited 
to potatoes which are raised un- 
der a program devised 
by the 


secretary of agriculture to funnel 
the potatoes into the markets in 
an orderly fashion. 


2.- Allow the secretary'of agri- 


culture to give away any or all 
of the huge potato surplus the 
iovernment has accumulated in 
its price propping operations on 
last year's crop, and pay the 
freight on the potatoes to- their 
destination in the United States 
or loading point 
for. "-shipment 


abroad. Public and private nbri-i 
profit 
organizations 
would 
be 


eligible for the gift spuds. 


3. Increase cotton acerage plant- 


ing allotments to allow about 1,- 
250,000 additional acres to qual- 
ify for price support. 


4. Raise allowable peanut acre- 


age by 100,000. acres, principally 
in Texas and Alabama, and allow 
peanuts ..produced outside the al- 
lotment acreage to be sold for 
oil. 


The latter two provisions of the 


bill 
are 
aimed 
at 
eliminating 


claimed inequities resulting from 
the acreage formula in last year's 
farm bill. Not every cotton and 


peanut farmer will get increased 
acreage, but the cuts proposed by 
last year's formula are modified 


to give relief to many farmers 
who 'would have suffered major 
rollbacks.

to "Clairvaux," Valley of Light. 


He wrote his Passion Hymn, 50

hymn to the scholarship and the 
poetic genius of Dr. James Wad- 
dell Alexander, one of the most 
eminent of American Presbyter- 
ian clergyman. 


This famous Passion Chorale 


was composed by Hans Leo Has- 
sler (1564-1612). a German organ- 
ist. He is considered one of-the 
greatest and most significant com- 
posers of his. epoch and along 
with Erbach and Franck, he is 
held to be one of the founders of' 
German music.

Gibbs To Die In 
Electric Chair For 
Co-Ed's Killing 


LANCASTER, Pa., March 16— 


(/P)—College Senior Edward L. 
Gibbs was found guilty of first 
degree murder tonight with death 
in the electric chair the penalty 
for 
slaying 
attractive 
Marian 


Louise Baker, Franklin and Mar- 
shall college secretary. 


Shortly after the verdict was 


brought in by the jury of seven 
men and five women the Gibbs' 
father, J. Lester Gibbs, of Pitman, 
N. J., collapsed and was carried 
from the court room on a stretch- 
er. 


The elder Gibbs, previously, had 


suffered a heart attack shortly af- 
ter Gis 25-year-old son was ar- 
rested last Jan. 18. The ex-Gi's 
father sat as if dumbfounded when 
he heard the verdict, reached after 
deliberation of nearly five hours. 
Father Slumps To Floor 
But as his tearful son was led 


away handcuffed to Deputy Sher- 
iff 
Elmer Zerphy. The 
father 


broke down and leaned on the 
shoulder 
of the 
Rev. 
Marvin 


Guice, pastor of the Pitman Meth- 
odist church. 


A nurse came to the father's 


aid as he slumped to the floor. A 
stretcher was brought in and a 
hurried call put in for a doctor. 


The verdict was returned at 


9:10 p. m., after the jury of seven 
men and five women had deliber- 
ated for nearly five hours. 


The defense immediately asked 


that the jurors be polled. The poll 
showed the jurors to be unanim- 
ous in the decision. 


Gibbs broke into sobs when the 


verdict was announced. A nurse 
stood nearby and a deputy sheriff 
attempted to comfort the Pitman, 
N. J., youth. 


Gibbs'confessed slaying the at- 


tractive girl who was beaten to 
death in a lonely section known 
as a "petter's hangout" last Jan. 
10. He said he was moved to the 
slaying "on an impulse." 


Called Slayinp "Wilful" 
Prosecutor John M. Ranck call- 


ed the slaying of the 21-year-old 
college stenographer "wilful, de- 
liberate and premediated murder." 
He told the jury the evidence war- 
rants the extreme penalty, death 
in the electric chair. 


But Defense Attorney W. Hen- 


sel Brown, referring often to the 
testimony of a psychiatrist that 
Gibbs is sub-normal emotionally, 
pleaded that the jury not direct 
the death penalty. 


Miss Baker left the college the 


afternoon of January 10, to mail 
a letter and make a bank deposit. 
Four days later her body was 
found beneath a cottage in a sec- 
tion known as a "petter's hangout" 
two miles south of Lancaster. 


On the afternoon of Jan. 18 


Gibbs walked into the office of 
the college president t and an- 
nounced "I'm your man. I did it." 


The slaying, and his confession 


shocked the'campus and this east- 
ern Pennsylvania city of 60,000. 
Other college students said Gibbs 
and his 23-year-old wife Helen 
seemed like any other 
young 


couple living on the campus. An 
air force veteran with two years 
of service in Italy, he was going 
to school under the GI bill of 
rights. 


He had met Miss Baker casually 


in the office of the college treas-

NEW YORK, March 16—(/P)— 


For citizens just through the tax 
wringer, here are a few kind 
words from some men in the food 
industry. 
The cost of eating is 


expected to go down. 


Not very far, and not very fast, 


and not all items. 
The,govern- 


ment, food processors say, is right 
in there pitching, with its -price 
supports and subsidies, to see that 
food prices don't crop fast or far, 
at the farm level. 
One food 


executive thinks that farm prices 
may hold about where they are; 
but most seem to think they'll slip 
a little lower. 


The surplus hanging over the 


market should lend their weight 
to pushing prices, at the' store 
level, a little lower. And the big 
food processors, who have been 
doing very well in recent years, 
nave put large sums into expan- 
sion and also into better equip- 
ment. That's beginning to pay off 
now in more efficiency and lower 
production costs. 
Food Trices Down 
"The trend of food prices in 


general is downward," says Clar- 
ence Francis, chairman of General 
Foods Corp. 
"The slide will be 


very gradual because of govern- 
ment farm price supports." 


Another factor tending to in- 


duce 
food 
companies to shave 


prices wherever possible is grow- 
ing competition. 


"Competitive conditions in our 


industry are intensifying," says 
Joe S. Mitchell, president of Stan- 
dard Brands. 
"Supplies are in- 


creasingly plentiful and price and 
quality considerations are becom- 
ing dominant with consumers." 
Little Change in 
Dairy Products, 
But one food industry leader at 


least sees little change in , his 
own field — dairy products. The- 
odore G. Montague, president of 
the Borden company, says: 


"Farm prices are at the floor 


right now. I foresee no further 
decline in the dairy farm prices, 
except the usual seasonal ones. 


"In 1949 dairy production con- 


ditions, both as to feed and wea- 
ther, were extremely 
favorable 


Not all years can be that good." 


Montague also brings up the 


problem that has most of the food 
executives worried: The govern- 
ment farm program. 


"In time it must be revised,' 


ho says, "because the. program 
will produce surpluses that can' 
be handled."

Challenge Reds 
To Show They 
Desire Peace 


Proposes Seven 
Steps For Russia 
To End Tensions 


BERKELEY, Calif., March 18.— 


(-•P)—Secretary of State Acheson 
challenged Russia today to dem- 
onstrate her desire for peace by 
accepting a new seven-point pro- 
gram to free the .world from "de- 
structive tensions and anxieties." 


Boiled down, the seven steps 


Achesori proposed call for an end 
to Russia's aggressive diplomacy, 
both in her dealings with satellites 
and with the western world, and 
for new moves to conclude peace 
treaties and- to find solution to 
the problem of atomic controls. 


Bluntly, he predicted Russian 


refusal of any attempt to settle 
these points of "greatest differ- 
ence" between the east and the 
west. 
Must Get Alone 
But he insisted that they "must 


be identified and sooner or later 
reconciled if the two systems are 
to live together, if not with mu- 
tual respect, at least in 'mutual 
security." 


Otherwise, he said, the- United 


States-can only continue to resist 
aggression where it finds it, and 
to "press ahead with the building 
of a free world." 


"We are always ready to dis- 


ci.ss, to negotiate, to agree," Ache- 
son declared, "but we are under- 
standably loath, to play the role 
of international sucker."
